Town Clerk Debra Blanchette, this year there will be three 
elections to fund — the Annual Town Election later this 
month and a state primary and final election in the fall. 

Resident Tom Magauran asked why the Town 
Administrator's salary was bumped up three percent 
from $78,440 to $80,794. "I found 14 comparable towns 
whose average (Town Administrator salary) is $69,498 
and the median is $70,231," Mr. Magauran said. "I move 
that we amend line item 123 to $71,986 ... which is 2.5 
percent higher than the median salary." 

"We have to consider making it attractive for 
people to work here as the town grows," Selectman Jona- 
than Henry cautioned. "The detailed administration of the 
town depends heavily on the Town Administrator. We've 
got to look down the road ... not just at the current Town 
Administrator. If we expect to continue to attract people 
in the Town Administrator career mode, then we need to 
keep the salaries competitive with what's out there." 

"We want to attract the best and keep the best," 
agreed resident Jim Grady. "I say defeat this amendment."

by more than the required two-thirds vote, the original 
motion to reduce the Town Administrator's line item to 
$71,986 was narrowly defeated, 113 to 124. 

After placing a "hold" on line item 159, Board of 
Health member Albin R. Johnson next moved to reduce 
said line item (Administrative Services) by $35,000 to 
$523,627, thereby transferring that $35,000 back into the 
Board of Health budget to hire administrative support. 

"It's our position that the independently-elected 
Board of Health must have control over (its own) admin- 
istrative support," Mr Johnson said. "We're not asking 
for an increase, we're just asking that it be restored (to our 
budget)." 

"At some time in the past we decided to have 
a (Town Administrator) responsible for (Town House) 
personnel because we wanted to be more like a business," 
resident Claire Russell said. "I would urge you to vote 
against this strictly on the basis of common sense." 

"I have tremendous respect for anyone who 
serves in public office, but this all boils down to a mat- 
ter of practicality," Town Administrator Jack Dolan said. 
"The elected boards are not (in the Marion Town House) 
on a day-to-day basis. I am and I'm able to observe what 
goes on. I have enormous respect for the Board of Health, 
but I have observed instances where the number of hours 
didn't justify the workload. The easiest thing for me to do 
would be to sit there and supervise the status quo ... but I 
don't think that's why I'm there."

"Much of that was due to (borrowing for) Sip- 
pican School," explained Finance Committee (FinCom) 
Chairman Dr. Richard Kemp. "It's the timing of the Sip- 
pican School budget which has caused this (increase)." 

With that. Article 2 passed via majority vote, 225 

to 5.

Excessive Thirst 

My dog is a 10 year old mutt. He has been drink- 
ing a lot more water for the past 6 months.

Under ARTICLE 3 voters were asked to transfer 
$24,343.02 to the Marion Planning Board budget to fund a 
30-hour-per-week clerical position. 

"We have not had an administrative assistant 
since October 4, 2005," said Planning Board Chairman 
Peter Winters. "No one has been there to answer inquiries 
... all these functions were left undone until a few weeks 
ago when a temp was hired. This has been an intolerable 
situation. 1 request this transfer so that we may fulfill our 
statutory duties and serve the residents of Marion." 

"Whatever it takes to get (the Planning Board) a 
damned secretary, let's do it," said resident Kay Reis. 

"All it takes is for the games to stop," Mr. Dolan 
said. "The Board of Health position has been filled ... last 
week we interviewed someone for the Planning Board 
and I thought we had consensus (on who to hire) ... but I 
haven't heard back from Mr. Winters. What we need is for 
people to stop playing political football and more forward 
... and I'm ready." 

"The biggest waste of time and energy in this 
town are these ongoing 'turf wars,'" said Chris Bryant of 
the Marion 2015 Committee. "We have so many boards 
and committees who are only interested in what their 
board is doing — they don't even communicate with 
other boards. We've wasted so much time and gotten so 
much bad press in this town. I think it's time to grow up 
and get on with things that matter ... not this stuff!" 

With that. Article 3 was defeated, 220 to 10.

ing Police Station is falling apart. Secondly, the building 
committee has sought outside help to achieve as much of 
a cost savings without sacrificing the basic requirements. 
Lastly, construction prices have driven up the cost of the 
project ... mainly because of materials. Originally this was 
a steel-framed building, but it has been redesigned with a 
wood-framed construction. This is a Debt Exclusion item, 
which means after the bond is paid off, it comes off the tax 
rate. The impact on the average house is about $60 a year 
over the 20-year bond." 

"This has been going on since 2001," said Police 
Chief Lincoln Miller. "There are needs for other facilities 
in this town, but the Police Station has been deemed a pri- 
ority.

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Art to Art

jMr Even though film critics aren't directly attacked in 
Art School Confidential, the movie 's paltry 37 percent (as 
^S^V of this writing) approval rating at the Rotten Tomatoes 
^^^■f collected-reviews website makes me wonder if a lot of 
critics feel stung by it in some way. In part, the movie 
presents art as a scam, and the various satellites of art (dealers, professors) 
as even more pathetic than the would-be artists. That may hit a Utde too 
close to home for film critics who like to think of themselves as more 
than barnacles on the side of an industry. Maybe, too, they were expect- 
ing something more like 200 1's Ghost World, the previous collaboration 
between director Terry Zwigoff and writer Daniel Clowes. That would be 
the age-old fallacy: If a director gives the critics more of what they liked, 
he's rehashing himself; if he does something different, it's not as good as 
what they liked before. I feel like writing Movie Critics Confidential. 

In any event, you're reading one critic who enjoyed Art School 
Confidential quite a bit, and part of the credit has to go to professional 
misanthrope Daniel Clowes, whose four-page comics story of the same 
title is a tiny masterpiece of vindictive venom sprayed at all the phonies 
and wannabes he observed as an art student. The film version, which 
necessarily expands on the comic and shackles it to a murder mystery, is 
possibly Clowes' comment on movies based on comics. Some critics feel 
the film derails itself by engaging in a lurid mystery plot — the Strathmore 
Strangler haunting the streets near a scraggly art school. But Clowes does 
lurid like no one else (flip through his graphic novel Like a Velvet Glove 
Cast in Iron), and even the plot's conventional aspects bring out a crime- 
is-art subtext that might make John Waters smirk in recognition. 

Max Minghella is the Candide-like lead, Jerome, a freshman who 
idolizes Picasso and wants to be "the greatest artist of the 21st century." 
Jerome is the only person onscreen with any particular talent or passion 
for art; most of his classmates are poseurs — already masters of academic 
doublespeak — and most of his professors (including John Malkovich as 
a fey life-drawing teacher) care more about securing gallery showings 
for themselves and justifying their budgets. Art School Confidential, it 




must be said, is a pretty harsh argument against supporting the arts — an 
insider's sneer at the pomposity and self-regard of the system. Zwigoff 
and Clowes obviously have nothing against art itself, though — they just 
can't abide the people who try to turn it into plastic and profit off it. 

If the movie has a genuine voice, it's that of Jimmy (Jim Broadbent), 
a washed-up alcohoUc painter who reminded me of Robert Crumb's 
housebound brother Charles in Zwigoff 's great documentary Crumb. 
Being taken to see Jimmy, and hearing his withering negative take on art 
school, art itself, and life itself, is a freshman's rite of passage. Moldering 
in his squalid city apartment, Jimmy is the voice of Zwigoff, assuring us 
that it's all hopeless and meaningless and there's no sense even trying. 
He's one of several suspects in the strangling case, as is a jock type (Matt 
Keeslar) whose primitive renderings of cars and tanks are praised by 
professor and students alike as a refreshing gesture away from the usual 
pretentious art-school tumblings. 

Art School Confidential has contempt for the fake and for those 
who deal in it and fall for it. Zwigoff 's send-up of artsy film-student stuff 
(courtesy of wannabe director Ethan Suplee) is pitch-perfect, a bookend 
piece for his "Mirror, Father, Mirror" in Ghost World. The filmmakers do 
honor the truthful artistic impulse to render a thing of beauty — Jerome is 
transfixed by life model Audrey (Sophia Myles), herself a product of the 
art system who yearns for honest art and not just an ironic appropriation of 
art, like her father's pop art. Jerome represents unfaked talent and artistic 
sensibility, so of course everyone in the movie looks at him as if he were 
from Mars. In the end, the film has placed him in the perfect position to 
succeed on the system's corrupt terms. Art School Confidential is a finely 
honed work of misanthropy that all but a few art professors and easily 
offended film critics will enjoy.
